A great part of the hoſpital is likewiſe 
ſuppoſed ſtationary on the faid river, what is ſtated being 
no more than a flying hoſpital, not in any degree adequate 
to the neceſſities of ſo large a body of men. The artillery 


excepted, which is ſtated according to the preſent mode of 


making war with great trains of heavy cannon {without 
them, in cloſe and difficult countries, the progreſs is ſlow 
and bloody) the ſtates are as low as ever they were in Flan- 
ders, where the canals and chauſſees give the greateſt faci- 
lity to military operations, and lower it is thought than our 
foreign mercenaries (uſed to ſound and ſober tactics) will 
acquieſce in, it being always underſtood, that this army is 
an army whoſe object is conqueſt, and is to be in a ſitua- 
tion and ability to profit of opportunities, and to act 
to ſome extent independent of the advantage of water 


communications, otherwiſe an army may cover, but ſcarce 


can conquer, a country, It will only be the blockade of 
Boſton extended or transferred to a happier climate. 
As to magazines, bread muſt ever be ſure and provided, 
the reſt may perhaps be left to regular diſcipline, good 
payment, and good fortune. Six thouſand: tons of flour 
will be neceſſary for bread for ſix months for 30,00p men, 


allowing for embezzlements, diſtemperature of climate, and 


irregular and unceconomical deliveries on marches; and 
in the time of action, about the ſame quantity of hay and 
oats will be neceſſary for about 9000 borkes, the total 
number, including the regiments of cavalry (the above 
allowances for embezzlements, &c. being made) for two 
months, ſuppoſing them to ſubſiſt the reſt of the campaig- 
on green forage, at the enemies oxpence (in alli 
tons) to convey which proper veſſels mult be provided, t 
aſcend and deſcend rivers, as the great army may have oc 
caſion to advance or retreat. Two pounds of bread a da 
are allowed to each man, and 20 pounds of hay and oa 
to each horſe, 

The expenge of all theſe preparations muſt be enormou 
but they are To circumſtanced, as to mock any reaſo 
able conjecture of the ſum ; but paper having long a 
happily (the unauſpicious, not ominous I hope, buſin' 
of the Bank of Air alone excepted) been ſubſtituted 
this country in place of money, and their great city alf 
with courteous invitation, and liberal and confiding ha 
(legally or not, no marter) being it is ſuppoſed ever rea 
to ſupply the wants of adminiſtration, be they what t} 
may, in that currency, for the preſent at leaſt, no ob: 
cle will ariſe from thence ; but how and from whence 
draw, and where to amaſs ſo prodigious and variou 
quantity of things, and where to find at leaſt 200,000 t 
of ſhipping neceſſary to carry them and the troops ove 
America, and fo to arrange every thing, that all may 
rive time enough to make an abſolute conqueſt of Am 
ca next ſummer, may give pauſe to the warmeſt advoc 
for the praCticability of the preſeat meaſures. Shoul 
prove otherwiſe, the vain boaſts or worthleſs pledg 
frantic and prepoſterous ambition are ſurely poor f 
rities to riſk the ruin of the ſtate on.
